Fool Tariff-Making 


I 


F the tariff-makers at Washington \\-iah to do as much harm 
as possible to the consumer and to the country they will prob- 


ably put thru the duty on fir. hemlock, and spruce, and the re- 
taliatory ad valorem levy of 25 per cent. *.\ hich has already 
been adopted by the ways and means committee of the lower 
house. 


As the yellow pine interest.-, which have the poor distinc- 


tion of conducting what is perhaps the most wasteful industry; 
in the United States, and who will probably have the pine areas' 
of the country stripped clean in from ten to fifteen years, are 
more directly represented upon the Fordney committee than i 
are the interests of the general public, there is danger that this 
economic crime will be carried to a conclusion. 


The probable results have already been pointed out in the 


news columns of this paper. 
Yellow pine, which cost in New 


York in June. 1914, from S22 to -?20 a thousand feet, now costs 
from ?45 to SG2. Its principal competitors are the spruce, fir, 
hemlock, and white pine of Canada. 
The proposed 
tariff, 


ostensibly intended to protect lumbermen alonjr our northern 
border, is really in enable the yellow pine producers to main- 
tain their already inflated prices. 
This will i-e br<»t about by 


means of the retaliatory provision. Canada places a 25 per cent 
ad valorem tax upon American lumber for the n-isso'i ihat she 
has plenty of timber "f her own which it is t 
(> ru-r interest to 


develop. 


But this is also to our interest, since our timber area is 


steadily shrinking ar.d we must soon either give u:> the use of 
wood in building or import it in large quantities. The extension 
of the Canadian lumber indu.-try is thus a 
\><><-n n'»t i,nly to 


Canada, but to every American consumer. 


The immediate effect of the retaliatory tariff will be to 


shove prices up by the amount of the tariff, or at least to enable 
our domestic lumbermen to maintain prices above ;; normal 
level. 
Builders, buyers, renters and paper makers wil! all 


suffer in consequence. 
This tariff is, in fact, nothing better 


than an attempt to tax them, for the benefit of timber owners, 
OF WHOM CHAIRMAN FORDNEY OF THE HOUSE COM- 
MITTEE IS ONE. 


This will not commend itself to the public once it becomes 


generally known, and if the committee has any traces of eco- 
nomic or even political wisdom it will wipe the lumber tariff out 
of its schedule. Were it not that the building and paper situa- 
tion is so tragic this proposal to limit the supply and increase 
the cost of the most essential of materials would be laughable.

Whitewashing Newberry 


A 


S chairman of the Senate subcommittee that finally granted 


a hearing of the charges of corruption in the election of 


Truman H. Newberry of Michigan to the Senate three years 
ago. Senator Spencer of Missouri displayed an extraordinary 
solicitude for the defendant. Sitting in a judicial capacity he 
seemed more concerned v.-ith protecting Newberry than in get- 
ting at the facts. 
He was almost constantly quarreling with 


Ford's attorneys, and frequently the Democratic members of the 
committee took sharp exceptions to the chairman's rulings, 
which v.-ere uniformly favorable to the Newberry side. 


From the overwhelming evidence of Newberry's guilt it is 


impossible to reconcile Chairman Spencer? attitude with an 
honest purpose to serve justice. 
Consider the evidence. 
The 


hearing commenced with the fact already established in 
criminal prosecution that ? 178,000 had been spent in nominat- 
ing Newberry. To that sum the hearing added $20,000. Two 
witnesses who might have thrown needed light on the volume 
and tangled methods of Newberry campaign finance v.-ere not 
called. 


One of them—Henry B. Joy. a brother-in-law of Newberry, 


who admits having contributed S25.000 and may have given 
much more—was excused on the plea of illness. 
It was 
sug- 


gested by the Ford attorneys that they examine Joy in the quiet 
of his Detrot office, but that was refused by Chairman Spencer, 
who at last grudingly consented to let the Ford attorneys pre- 
pare a list of written questions which the committee will submit 
to Joy. 
Another witness. B. F. Emery, is in Canada, reputedly 


recovering from-an automobile accident. 


Besides the missing witnesses there is the mysterious dis- 


appearance of all the books and records of the campaign, ac- 
cording to the testimony of Frederick B. Smith, confidential fi- 
nancial agent of the Newberry family. 
Astonishment was ex- 


pressed by one of the committee that records of such importance 
should be lost, but Chairman Spencer manifested no emotion of 
any kind. 


There ia one item of evidence, however, which neither 


chance, strategy nor the solicitude of a friendly committee was 
able to keep out of the record. That is the admission of Confi- 
dential Financial Agent Smith that on July 28. 1918. ho had a 
telephone conversation with Commodore Newberry. in \\hich 
the latter "kicked about the balances." ar.d wanted to know 
when the campaign expenditures, would cease. Such testimony 
raises a question as to the truthfulness of Newborry's affidavit 
that the vast slush fund used to nominate and elect him was 
expended without his knowledge or consent—an affidavit that 
popular judgment had never accepted. 


The assault upon the ballot by Newherry and his friends i? 


a shocking crime, from which the Republican party has alreadv 
reaped ill-gotten gains. 
But the task of whitewashing that 


crime and compounding the felony i? one iV>m v.h:ch even the 
Protean Spencer might well shrink.
